Expert Driver Gives Advice

A great many people who purchase 
motor car* take a few lessons ami 
think they know how to drive. 
Some 
of them in reality never will know 
the art of driving; others will m aster 
ii in tile course of a few months, while 
otiires will he a year at tile wheel be­ 
fore they can qualify as first-class 
operator*. 
I here are likew ise all kinds of driv­ 
ers. 
There is (lie overcareful indi­ 
vidual who stops for a street car that 
is half a block away. Hie speed demon 
who never gets under thirty-five, the 
man who swerves around corners and 
burns up his tires and gives tile pedes­ 
trian a fright, and the conservative 
driver who never takes a chance. 
“My first advice to all drivers is 
never to take a chance. The man who 
till ilks it is smart lo drive fast, m ak­ 
ing fancy turns and quick stops, is a 
^aligerous person in the community. 
That man is not only doing his car 
and tires injustice, but he is causing 
discomfort 
to everyone 
who 
rides 
w ith him. 
The sm art Alec driver has 
no place on the road,” said an expert 
yesterday. 
“Some drivers will make you per- 
vims, while it is possible to ride with 
others and never realize that the ear 
is being driven through thattic or on a 
bad road. 
That means the difference 
between good and bad driving. 
“Courtesy on the road is to be de­ 
sired in every driver. 
There come 
many times with every driver when 
he can be a road hog or show cour­ 
tesy to other drivers. 
This is es­ 
pecially true on Sundays, when travel 
is heavy. 
Of course, by this i-slo not 
mean that a driver should hang back 
and always take the worst of it, but 
it is possible to hold ,your own and 
still bq courteous. 
“One of the meanest actions of the 
road is the driver who cuts sharply 
in front of you after passing. 
I have 
seen drivers do this out of pure m ean­ 
ness, 
while 
others—especially 
new 
drivers do not realize what they are 
doing. 
“Get well clear of the car you are 
passing before you turn in. 
“The wet weather is approaching 
and 
many 
drivers 
wlU 
experience 
their 
first 
rainy 
weather 
driving. 
Some cars skid more 
than 
others. 
The even balance of the Velie and the 
equalization of the brakes make it 
as free from skidding as it is possible 
for a ca,r to be. . 
“ By all means, learn to look ahead 
and anticipate what is going to hap­ 
pen. 
Be ready tor any emergency 
and do not take chances.”

creasing cleverness and daring on the 
part of thieves. 
n is pointed out that it is not the 
automobile which is left for two or 
fhree hours at the curb which is most 
often stolen, but the car which is 
parked “for just 
a 
few 
moments,” 
which most often disappears. 
The 
reason for this, it is stated, is because 
the owner who leaves the car at the 
curb for a moment, while he enters 
1 near-by building, does not take the 
orecaution to lock it which he would 
do if he were going to a theater, and 
the thief takes advantage of this fact. 
Many cars are irretrievably lost, 
say club officials, because their own­ 
ers are not able to give Immediately 
the necessary identification data for 
their'recovery. When a car is report­ 
ed stolen the club's theft bureau im­ 
mediately reports the fact to its many 
sub-bureaus throughout this and other 
states, together with the data neces­ 
sary (or its identification.

Valuable Time Lost 
If the owner cannot give this data 
at once, and an hour or two is lost in 
Tying to find the 
data, 
then 
the. 
thieves have an excellent chance of 
getting aw'ay with the property. 
For, 
his reason, identification blanks are 
now provided at the Automobile Club I 
headquarters to be filled out by every i 
owner, in case, some time, 
his car 
might be stolen. No time will then be 
lost in identifying it.

The railway track is it­ 
self a warning. 
It is a place of 
danger. 
It con never he assumed 
that cars or trains are not ap­

there is no danger therefrom. 
It 
is, therefore, the duty of every 
person who approaches a railway 
track to exercise proper vigilance 
to ascertain and to know whether 
any trains or cars are approach-' 
ing thereon before attem pting to 
cross thereover, and proper vigi­ 
lance requires every such person, 
if it is necessary to avoid danger, 
to stop, to look and listen, before 
attempting to cross such tracks. 
lf one goes upon a railway track 
or so near thereto as to be in clan­ 
ger from passing trains without 
taking any 
precautionary m eas­ 
ures for his own safety, he would 
be guilty of negligence.” 
This general statem ent of the law

VEILS OFFER LITTLE 


"lf each of the elements of traffic 
could be kept in its proper place at 
the right time, the big problem of 
regulation would be solved," is the 
opinion of President H. M. Rowe, of 
the American Automobile Association. 
whose recent utterances at the Safety 
First convention created considerable 
comment throughout the country, be­ 
cause the doctrine was put forw ard 
thut the pedestrian must also be reg 
ulated as well a s the vehicle in bring­ 
ing about improved traffic movement. 
“The sidewalks are for pedestrians 
and the streets primarily 
for 
vehi­ 
cles," continues the head of the o rg an ­ 
ized motor car owners. 
"The pedes- 
train should be and is safeguarded in 
Ills use of the sidewalks and designat­ 
ed crossings, where he should at all 
times liuve the right of way. 
W hen 
he attem pts to use the streets a t 
points other than at crossings, then 
Im should do so at his own peril. 
F u r­ 
thermore, when he occupies the street 
at any other than at designated cross­ 
ings, it should lie prima facie evidence 
of gross carelessness on his part and 
he should be made to assume the re­ 
sponsibility for hts conduct. 
On the 
other hand, drivers of vehicles should 
have precedence between crossings. 
They should have a right to expect 
that they will only have to look out 
for other vehicles. 
"After all. there are just these two 
important 
elements 
in 
traffic—vehi­ 
cles and pedestrians—and 
both 
con­ 
tribute 
to 
accidents. 
U ndisputed 
records, however, show that in over 
80 per cent of all accidents the fault 
is that of the pedestrian, and in less 
than 20 per cent the blame attach es 
to the vehicle. 
This includes street 
cars, motor buses, and all form s of 
street carriers. 
Limiting the report 
to accidents between automobiles and 
pedestrians. It is stated from 92 to 
96 per cent are the fault of the pedes­ 
trian. 
“W hat lessons are we to learn from

facts? 
Vehicles—particularly 
motor vehicles 
are now so regulated 
by law thut any further attem pt in 
that direction would not help m atters.
